The firet return—before there was poy
nops to hesr from the Blate st large—
cama from the grest newnpsper of the
country. They had heard the blowing of
our horn nnd thooght it by no meana an
unplessant sonnd, cud took it up to re-
oiho it fer and wide. ‘I'neir columns have
benn giving place to mors abont Wesl
Virginia than ever beiors, the proceadings
rolating to the foaadation of tho Btate nok
excepled, They have been telling their
areat conotitnency of resders what wo are
doing and assuring them that we have the
pubstuntial foundation to build upon.
Tha rich materinl resources of West Vir-
